Statement of purpose of bill as introduced: This bill proposes to require that a
purchaser of fireworks present his or her permit for fireworks use to the seller

at the time of the sale, and prohibits the use of fireworks after 10:00 p.m.

Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms and the municipality in which the
person offers for sale and stores the fireworks-;

(2) Use—peossess: use or explode any fireworks unless the person has
been issued a permit to display fireworks pursuant to subsection (c) of this

and other organizations or groups of individuals.

(c) Any display for which a permit is issued shall be handled by a
competent operator to be approved by the chiefs of police and fire departments
of the municipality in which the display is to be held and shall be of a
character, and so located, discharged, or fired as, in the opinion of the chief of
the fire department, or in a municipality with no fire department, the
selectboard, after proper inspection, shall not be hazardous to property or
endanger any person or persons.

(d) Application for permits shall be made to the chief of the fire
department, or in municipalities with no fire department, the selectboard, in
writing, at least 15 days in advance of the date of the display. After the permit
has been granted, sales, pessessions; use, and distribution of fireworks for the
display shall be lawful for that purpose only. No permit granted under this
section shall be transferable.

(e) A person who sells fireworks at retail shall provide to the purchaser at

the time of sale information regarding:

(1) the requirement that a permit must be obtained for the use or

explosion of fireworks; and

(2) the purchasers obligation to comply with any municipal ordinance

regulating use of fireworks.

(2) A person who violates subdivision (1) of this subsection shall be

assessed a civil penalty of not more than $200.00.
